CHARACTERISTICS OF PERSONS 

Age. Presumably l^ec^use of higher fertility, the Spanish 
origin population in March 1977 included a substantiaJly 
larger proportion of youngVerscms than did the (Dopulation 
not of Spanish origin: about 42 percent of all persons of 
Spanish origin were under 18 years old, as compared to 30 
percent for persons not of Spanish origirh-^Aiso, tbe propor- 
tion of Spanish persons 65 years old and over wa< only. about 
4 percent, as compared with 11 percanl for\the populatton 
not oT Spanish origin. 

Furthermore, the youthfulness of the Spanish population 
in the United States Is substantiated by the median age (the^ 
age at whic/i half of the population is older an.d half ii 
younger). The median age for persons^ of Spanish orlgin^n 
March 1977 was 22 years compared with a median age of 
30 years »f or the population nat of Spanish origin (tables C, 
2, and 3). '^^ 



Mari^l status. Because women gpner'afly marry at younger 
ages tfian rrjen, tiiere was a great(|r proportion of single merr 
(34 percent} than of single women (27 percent) among 
persor*is of Spanish origin 14 ^ears old and over in 1977. The 
proportion of Spanish origin men who were single had not 
increased^ ^significantly si^nce 1970: about 32 percent, of 
Spanish meri 14 year^old and over reported themselves as 
being single in 1970 compared with 34 percent in March 
197/. ^ , 

About fKjual proportions of Spanish women asof Spal^isM 
men were classified as presently married. But women of 
Spanish origin were more likely to be reported as divorced (6 
percent) than were Spanish origin men (4 percent). 

- The lower age-specific mortality rates of Spanish females 
probably accouats for the substantially higher percentage'of 
widowed Spanish females (6 percent) relative to widowed 
S^nf5h male^ (2 percer^t) (tables D. 5, anti 6). 

Education. In March 1977. persons of Spanish origin 25 
years old and over were still at a lower educatior\al 
attainment level than W(ire persons ^of that age group who 
were not of Sparrish origin. About 18'percent of all Spanish 
persons in/tfiat atje group had completed less thin 5 years of 
school, but only 3 percent of persons not of Spanisit origin 
had. completed less than 5*Years of school. Moreover, only 
about 40 pej:cent of persons 25 years old and over of Spanish

As expected, thtMess the education of adults, the less* the 
family income. In Marcli 1976, for' Spanish oriain families in 
wtiich'^the persc^n ^maintainincj tfie family reported less than 8 
years o*f school completed, tfie median family income was 
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only/ $7,900; but the media^^j income of Spanish families^in 
wliifcl^lt^^ Ci^Kn^sp^onding^per/soR liaci completed 4 years of 
'Nhicjh knoot was S^l 3,200; and the median family income of 
families "in 'whicli the person mamtcnnincj the family had^ 
conriplotaA;il years'of collecje or more^was about 320,000. 

"Sij^anish 'families^" rt}sidincj in 'the Nation's^ meiropolitan 
areas were more likely to be affluent than SpaiSish families 
1. living outsHde metropdiitan areas. Tf^.e median income in 
1976 of Spanish families living in metropolitan areas was 
Sio'^te ^compared with a median of S9, 100 'Tor Spanish 
families^ livincj outside metropolitan areas (tables J and 25 
30). i . 

Poverty states. In 1976,' about 600.000 families of Spariish 
oiigin (23 percent of all Sf)anisfi-families in the NcJtion) were 
liviri^j below the poverty leveN.

COMPTff^ABILITY OF DATA WITH 
THE 1#0 CENSUS 

An estimate of 9.1 million persons of Spanish origin wasi 
'obtaine^itL from the 1970 Census of Population, compared/ 
with an estimated 11.3 million persons of Spanish oricj^/ 
obtained from the Marc^i 1 977 CPS. Th is di fference between 
the 1970 census and the March 1977 CPS estimates of 
f)ers(rns of Spanish origin occurred mostly because of: 

1. Survey procedures. Althoucjh "the 1970 census used 
both self-enumeration and din?ct interviews to collect data 



on persons of Spanish oricjin-, the March 1977 CPS was done 
_entir(?ly by. direct interviews (much by telep^ne). 

2. Mexican origin categories, the 1970 census f|uestion 
on Spanish origin ha'd only one catecjoiy denoting Mexican 
origin, whereas^lh^ March 1977 CPS had four categories for 

Mexican origin. .

j 3. Determining origin of children under 14 years old. In 
*(he 1970 . census the respondents th'emselVes determined 
whether their children und(?r 14 years old w^?rt* 6r wore not 
of Spanish origin. In the March 1977 CPS. childreri under 14 
years old in a household were classified as of Spanish origin if 
either the household head or his wi/e was of Spanish origin. 

4. Sample size and variability. The 197^' census infor- 
mation on persons of Sp.mish origin was bilsed '(^n a sample 
of 5 percent of the population; the March 1977 CPS 
information was base^d on a sample of abo'u^J in 800 
persoris. Sampling vari.ibility, therefore, also affect(?d com- 
parability of data for persons of Spanish origin between the 
1970 census and the March 1977 CPS.

5. Populaton growth. Growth of the Spanish population 
is another reason why the 1970 census estimate of the 
number of persons of Spanish origin differs from that of the 
March 1977 CPS. Although birth, death, and migration data 
on peisons of Spanish origin are not available nationally, nor 
can these data bo, at present, precisely estimated, rough 
computations indicate an afjproximate rate of natural in- 
crease (excess of births over deaths) of about 1 .8 f)ercent

1977. Furthermore, net immigration from abroad could also 
have contributed significant growth. For example, in the 
7-year period ending June 30, 1977, about 766,000 im- 
migrants were adrhitted to the United States from all 
Sftanish-speaking countries as permanent residents.

Thus, all told, -'population growth for the period from 
April 1970 to March 1977 may'^atcount for seven-eighths of 
the difference between the 1970 census and the March 1977 
figures; the balance in the difference can be accounted for by 
the other reasons noted above. ^

^Decrease in the number of persons designated as of Central or South American origin between 
1970 and 1977 may have occurred because of: (1) a shift to one of the four Mexican origin cate- 
gories included in the March 1977 CPS, and (2) the replacement of self-reporting with direct 
in terview . 
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NOTE 



In the past the Census Bureau has designated a head of household to serve as the central reference person 
for the collection and tabulation of data"for individual members of the household (or family). Hovyever, 
recent social changes have resulted in a trend toward recognition of more equal status for all members of 
the household (or family), making the term "head" less relevant in the analysis of household and family 
data. As a result, the Bureau is currently developing new techniques of enumeration and data presentation 
which will eliminate the concept of "head." While much of the data in this report are based on the concept 
of "head." methodology for future Census Bureau reports will reflect a gradual movement away from this 
traditional practice.

Respondents 
were asked to select their origin (and tfie origin of other 
tiousehold members) from a "flash card" listing ethnic 
origins. Persons of Spanish origin, in^particular, werf? tfiose 
who incficated that their origin was Mexican, Puerto Ricnn, 
Cuban, "entrai or South American, or some othei Spanish 
origin. * 

Five Southwestern States. Data prov(de(J in ttiis report for 
the five Southwestern States refer to the States of Ari7ona, 
California, Colorado, New Mexico, and Texas. 

Age. This classification is based on the tKje of the [person at 
his or her last birthday. 

Marital status. The marital status classification identifies four 
major categories: single, married, widowed, and divorced.

Metropolitan-nonnr>ctropolitan residence. Tl^ population 
if?siding in standcJrd metropolitan statistical aieas (SMSA's) 
constitutes the metropolitan population. Exce'pt in New 
England, an SMSA is a county or group of contiguous 
countMJs which contains at lt»ast orue city of 60,000 in 
habitants or more, or "twin cities" with a combined 
pc)pulati(3n of at least 50,000. In addition to the county^ or 
counties, containing such a city or cities, contiguous counties 
are included in an SMSA if, according to'certaih criteria, they 
are essentially metropolitan in chacacter and are socially and 
economically integrated with the central city. In New 
England, SMSA's consist of towns and cities rather than 
counties. The .metropolitan population in this report is based 
on SMSA's as defined in the 1970 census and does not 
include any subsequent additions or changes. 

Family, The term "family" as used in this report, refers to a 
group of two or more persons related by blood, marriage, or 
adoption and residing together; all such persons are con- 
sidered as members of the same family. Tfius, if the son of 
the head of the household and the son's wife are in the 
household, they are treated as part of the head's famify. On 
the other hand, an unrelated lodger and his wife or an 
unrelated caretaker and his Wife who are members of the 
household are considered as additional families, and not a 
part of the household head's family. The term "size of 
family" refers to the number of liousehold members who are 
living together and arc related to each other by blood, 
marriage, or adoption. 

Spanish origin family. A Spanish origin family is defined as a 
family in which the head of the family. is of Spanish orit^in. 

Primary family. A primary family is a family that inc*udes 
among its members the head of a household.

SOURCE AND RELIABILITY OF THE 
ESTIMATES 

Source of Data 

The estimates for the S()anish origin f)0[)ulation ()resented in 
tliis report an* haseci on data ot)tained in Marcf) of 1977 in 
the Current Population Survey (CPS) of thi' Bureau of the 
Qmisus. The monthly CPS deals mainly with labor force data 
for the civilian, nonmstrtuTional pofiulation. Questions re- 
lating to lal)or force f)articipation aro asked about each 
member 14 years old and older in each sample household. In 
addition, questions are asked montfiiy about ethnic origin for
